FOR HISH SCHOOL 


* 3 Special Courses Planned 


As ‘Victory Corps’ Aims 


For Training Pupils 


The board of education Monday 
night approved 
the inauguration 
during the second sem ester in the 
High school in mid-January of three 
•pedal courses which have been 
- suggested in the "high school vic­ 
tory corps" program to train high 
school students for total war. 
The proposed courses approved 
/ b y the board were framed by Supt. 
H. G. Means. High School Princi­ 
pal M. W. Essex and W alter Ash- 
baugh and Harry Altman of the 
board of education. 
Rickenbacker Chairman 
The new “high school victory 
corps", of which Capt. Eddie Rick* 
etjfeacker is chairman of the na- 
f 
tional policy committee, outlined 
six divisions in which high school 
students may be trained to help 
in the all-out war program. These 
are general membership, produc- 
‘ tion 
service, community service, 
land service, air service and sea 
service. 
The proposed program calls for 
* 
a pre-flight aeronautic course, an 
air service class and a community 
service group. 
According 
to 
Principal 
Essex 
there are in the high school 36 
boys who have indicated a desire 
to enroll in a pre-flight course. 
These 
applicants, 
he 
explained, 
m eet the requirem ents of three 
years of m athem atics and one year 
of physics. 
A large number of other boys, 
who could not qualify for the pre- 
, 
flight course, expressed an interest 
in the "air service" division. Such 
students, 
be 
pointed 
out, could 
qualify 
by 
pursuing 
telescoped 
* courses in m athem atics and phy­ 
sics. or possibly, through a metal 
shop major. The shop group, he 
said 
in 
the 
recommendations, 
would 
be 
preparing 
for ground 
' 
work in the air branch of the mili­ 
tary service. 
The "community service" group 
would train 
pupils 
in 
teaching, 
medicine, commercial skills, home-! 
making, nutrition and similar such I 
work. To be eligible for this class 
students would have to be pur­ 
suing a program which includes 
courses definitely pointed to prep­ 
aration for service occupations at 
the 
professional 
level. 
Physical 
fitness also would be a require­ 
ment. 
Material To Coat $42 
Material necessary in construct­ 
ing the obstacle course for the 
physical fitness class would cost 
approximately $42. according to es­ 
tim ates of school officials. 
Supt. Means said that institut­ 
ing these three studies into the 
high school program for the sec­ 
ond sem ester m ight entail the em ­ 
ployment of one and possibly two 
additional Instructors. 
He was in­ 
structed to complete plans for the 
introduction of these courses and, 
if necessary, to make recommend­ 
ations to the board for teachers 
for the poeltions.
